17, 1994. That patent describes a solid electrolyte capacitor 
including an anode of an oxidized valve metal and a cathode col- 
lector layer of an oxide of one of ruthenium, rhodium, palladium, 
rhenium, osmium, and iridium. A solid, characterized as an elec- 
trolyte but actually a semiconductive metal oxide, is disposed 
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between and in contact with the anode and the cathode collector 


semiconductive metal oxide. Yoshida was cited in the Search 
Report of the corresponding PCT application as an "A" reference. 
Unlike most of the other publications cited in the Search Report, 
it had not previously been cited in the prosecution of this pat- 
ent application.
